The Robbery of Major Broadhead.—A despatch to the 
Chicago Inter-Ocean, from Fort Leavenworth, Kansas, Jan. 
23, says: The crowning cause of excitement at Fort Leaven- 
worth and in this city to-day is the fact, which has just be- 
come public property, that Paymaster , Ui 
States Army, had been robbed of $20,000, the having 
been taken from the Pa ter’s safe somewhere between 
this city and Fort Reno, Indian Territory. The safe left here 
on the 9th, going to Atchison by the Missouri Pacific Railway, 
and thence to Wellington, Kan., by the Santa Fe. 
Broadhead and his chief clerk each took a separate route 
the same destination. Arriving at Wellington, they took 
charge of the safe, and arrived at Reno on the 15th, and it 
was not until the 17th, when the troops were brought out for 
mage that the money was found to be Denartnent 

ajor Broadhead at once telegraphed to it Head- 
quarters at Fort Leavenworth, the matter only became pub- 
lic to-day. It is hard to obtain facts, as all concerned 
are very reticent. It is said, however, the seal of the 
safe was discovered to be broken between this city and Atchi- 
son; that a d was at once placed over it, and at Atchison 
it was resealed, but the safe is announced to have a combina- 
tion lock, the combination only being known to Mr. Broad- 
head and his clerk, which would prevent other than a violent 
entrance. The money, it is stated, was drawn out of the 
First National Bank, in this city, taken to the Paymaster’s 
office, and there counted, and in —— in the safe. 
The total sum was $26,000, but at the time robbery was 
discovered $6,000 in bills of a small denomination remained 
in the safe untouched. Major Broadhead is expected to ar- 
rive at Fort Leavenworth to-morrow, and has 
that he will be able to fully exonerate himself. Much sym- 
pathy is expressed for him, while not the slightest shade 
of suspicion of crookedness, so far as he is is 
entertained. Another despatch reports that the safe was in 
charge of the Express Company, upon whom the loss will fall.

That the act of March 
3, 1873, restoring Passed Assistant Engineer Absalom Kirby 
to the active list of the Navy, be so construed as to allow 
him the pay of his present grade from the 11th of October, 
1896, the date from which he takes rank ; and a sum suffi- 
cient to pay him the amount found to be dueis hereby appro- 
priated out of any money in the Treasury not otherwise 
appropriated. 

5S. 192, amendment to be proposed by Mr. Garland to 
correct the date of commission of certain officers of the 
Quartermaste1’s Department, viz: In line 12, after the word 
“sixty-six,” and hefore the word ‘ provided,” insert the 
following: And Majors Benjamin ©. Card, Charles A.

Be it enacted, etc., That the Presi- 
dent be, and he is hereby, authorized to nominate and, by 
and with the advice aud consent of the Senate, appoint 
Wm. McGee, late 2d lieutenant of the 20th regiment of 
United States Infantry, a 2d lieutenant of infantry in the 
Army of the United States, with his original rank and date 
of commission; and that he shall be assigned to the first 
vacancy occurring in his grade in the infantry arm of 
the Service ; and that he shall receive pay for the period 
he was out of the Service. (McGee was appointed 2d lieu- 
enant 20th Infantry May 3, 1867.) 

8. 1074, authorizes the President to appoint as captain and 
A. Q. M. in the Army, Thos. P. Fuller, formerly A. Q. M. of 
volunteers. No vacancy occurring in this grade after such 
appointment to be filled in excess of the present number of 
the corps. 

8. 1080, authorizes the President to restore Bayse N. 
Westcott, now a commander on the retired list, to his original 
position on the Navy Register. (Westcott was in 1862 a lieu- 
tenant on the active list, standing No. 5 next after Egbert 
Thompson, who is now a captain on the retired list. In the 
later part of 1862 he was placed on the list ‘‘ not recom- 
mended for promotion,” and in 1863 he was retired as lieu- 
tenant under the act of Ang. 3, 1861, “for incompetency or 
disability proceeding from other causes not incident to the 
Service.” He is now a commander on the retired list, and 
Thompson is a captain.) 

H. R, 3491, restores to the Army Walker A. Newton, late 2d 
lieutenant 34th and 13th Infantry, U. 8. Army, and declares 
him to be an officer of infantry, awaiting orders since Aug. 
20, 1869. The petition which rye it declares that he 
was wrongfully dismissed as an alleged deserter, and is 
accompanied among other papers by an endorsement from 
the Secretary of War stating that he had examined the state- 
ments in the brief and the records of the Department, end 
that he believed the charge of desertion brought - em 
Lieut. Newton, upon which he was tried and dismissed, was 
unfounded, and that he should be restored to his rank. 
(Newton was dismissed for desertion July 25, 1870.) : 

H. R. 3504, authorizes the es and immediate 
retirement of Capt. Allen L. Anderson, late 5th Infantry, 
who resigned in 1867. (Anderson entered the Service from 
Ohio as brevet 2d lieutenant 2d Infantry July 1, 1859. Served 
as colonel of volunteers during the war, and resigned as 
captain 5th Infantry, and brevet lieutenant-colonel U. 8. A., 
Jan. 7, 1867. 

H. R. 3619, for the relief of Capt. John H. Donovan, late 
17th Infantry. Authorizes a review of the Court-martial 
proceedings in his case, the issuc of amendatory orders, and 
the repayment to Donovan of any fines and forfeitures that 
the President may remit. (Capt. Donoyan, who is now on the 
retired list, was sentenced to suspension from rank and com- 
mand, with forfeiture of all pay except $75 per month for 
twelve months, and confinement at the post. The original 
sentence, dismissal, was mitigated in answer to a recom- 
mendation by the court to clemency “in view of his honor- 
able service in the war.’’) 

H. R. 3685, amends the record of Seth Bonney, late cap- 
tain 13th.U. 8. Infantry, to remove from the records of 
the War Department certain untried charges filed against him 
after his resignation from the Army and restore his name to 
the Army Register next below that of Capt. Chas. E. Morse, 
16th Infantry. (Bonney entered the Army as Ist lieutenant 
27th Infantry, from Massachusetts, July 28, 1866, and re- 
signed as captain 13th Infantry, standing No. 235 in lineal 
rank, just after Edward C. Woodruff, now No. 57. He asks 
to come in No. 163.)

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THE CONDITION OF OUR NAVY. 


Tue report which Congressman Harris of Massachu- 
setts has prepared, to accompany his bill for the re- 
construction of the Navy. is in spirit, and largely in 
treatment, a repetition of the same Congressman’s report 
a year ago, when he endeavored to call the attention of 
our national legislators to this important subject. Now, 
as then, he only recapitulates facts familiar to the 
readers of the JourNnat, and indeed to all who know the 
real state of weakness into which a niggardly policy has 
allowed our once powerful Navy to fall. But the fact 
that Congress has done nothing yet to remedy the evil, 
shows the necessity that Congressman Harris should 
reiterate his warning and his appeal.. Well does-he say : 
‘‘Small as the number of our naval vessels is as com. 
pared with the other navies of the world, it is infinitely 
smaller in real fighting power; and it is time for Con- 
gress and the country to face the fact and provide the 
remedy. The information here presented may be un- 
welcome and humiliating, but national honor and safety 
alike demand that the plain truth be told, to the end 
that people may be able to judge whether Congress 
has done or is doing its duty in. providing for the na- 
tional defence and for maintaining the honor of the 
American name.” 

After this introduction Mr. Harris takes up the Navy 
Register, and considers the condition of the Navy ship 
by ship. There is nothing strictly new in this woeful 
review, but we cannot forbear giving a part of it. Of 
the Colorado, Franklin, Minnesota, Niagara, and 
Wabash, he says: 

It is probable that they might perform some service in case 
of necessity, but they hardly could be relied upon as cruising 
ships without the expenditure of large sums for new boilers, 
machinery, etc., and for general repairs. It is apparent that 
these vessels, classed as the first rates of the Navy, represent 
very little of naval power, and in case of war, offensive or 
defensive, would take a yery subordinate place. We class 
them as non-combatants. So long as any of them can be 
made useful as receiving, training, cr store ships without ex- 
tensive repairs it may be wise to retain them, but when, as 
has the Niagara, they cease to be useful for such purpose 
they should be promptly sold or broken up, znd no money 
should be wasted on their care and preservation. Longer to 
retain the Niagara on our Navy Register is worse than use- 
less, it is a deception besides being a waste of public money, 
and the same may be said of many of the other vessels classed 
as naval vessels on the Register. 

Of the 27 ‘second rates,” three, namely, the Connecticut 
and Pennsylvania at Boston and the Java at New York, are 
unfinished on the stocks, rotten and worthless; seven are 
‘‘Jaid up in ordinary, unfit for further use, and probably all 
unworthy of repair ; two are undergoing repairs ; three await 
repairs ; one is on the stocks unfimished, but worthy of com- 
pletion ; one is a mere store hulk ; one is disabled on account 
of yellow fever,” and only nine out of the whole number of 
27 are now in condition for service. 

In like manner he takes up the third rates, of which 
he finds half a dozen worthless, half a dozen needing or 
undergoing repairs, two obsolete, and fifteen fit for ser- 
vice, but the largest of these having only 1,000 tons 
burden, ‘‘not generally of great speed and not heavily 
armed. They perform excellent service in time of peace, 
but would not do us great credit in time of war with 
any really naval power.” The fourth rates are ‘‘of no 
account as vessels of war.” Of the twenty-two sailing 
vessels on the list, Mr. Harris’s committee tersely and 
truly says: 

These old worthies of a past age can no longer serve their 
country in war. Their cost for care and preservation is 
greater than their usefulness can justify, and their names 
should disappear from the Navy, some of them to reappear 
in new vessels worthy of themselves and of the country, 
Only five of them are now in condition to navigate the ocean 
—namely, the Constellation, the Constitution, the Jamestown, 
the Portsmouth, and the Supply. They are main- 
tained in condition for service rather as a matter of sentiment 
and from a feeling of yeneration than because of any present 
or prospective value which they possess as vessels of war. In 
case of war their safety and that of their officers and men 
would imperatively require that they should be taken into 
port or under the shelter of forts and out of the possible reach 
of modern guns. ; 

Turning to the ironclads, out of a total of 24, no 
fewer than 14 are only fourth rates, carrying twe guns 
each— 15-inch smooth-bores. Their armor could easily 
be shot through by guns ordinarily carried in foreign 
nayies. Of the remaining ten, the Roanoke is worthless, 
and the Colossus, Massachusetts, and Oregon rotting on 
the stocks, not worth launching. The only four double- 
turretted ironclads that were ever finished and the 
largest of the single-turretted ironclads, are now await- 
ing appropriations to complete their rebuilding of iron 
under existing contracts; while the Dictator, now at 
League Island, requires extensive repairs. Besides, 
‘there is not a single rifled gun on our ironclad fleet 
afloat.” As for the splendid array of tugs adding num- 
bers to our Navy, nine even of these are useless, and the 
other eighteen ‘‘would be more appropriately found on 
the Navy-yard schedules of property than upon the 
register.” 

Summing up, Mr. Harrts’s committee find that our 
Navy presents ‘‘ a dissolving view ’—and well it may, 
when 142 vessels are reduced to 48 effectives : 


Here are 48 vessels and no more belonging to the Navy to- 
day capable of firing a gun, and of these five are old, obso- 
lete sailing vessels. If to these we were to add the 11 steam 
vessels repairing or awaiting repairs, the six ironolads repair- 





ing and awaiting repairs, the. three in ordinary 
and the one untiniehedlogand rate stata and assumes 
that they can all be made fit for duty, whole Navy of the 
United States would at any one time number only 69 vessels 
capable of guns and doing naval duty. .Such an as- 
sumption, however, will not be made by men of ordinary 
judgment. This is the whole of the Nayy of.-the United 
States, so far as it relates to fighting vessels. The fact may 
be disagreeable to contemplate and humiliating to American 
pride. In presenting it, however, we do but discharge a duty 
we owe to the House and to the people. ‘Phe remedy and re- 
sponsibility are not with the committee. 

But we are weak in guns as well as in ships. We have lees 
than 250 guns afloat in our entire Navy, and of these less than 
forty are rifled, a few 8-inch, a few.100-pounders, anda few 
60-pounders. All the rest are antiquated smooth bore. 

What adds poignancy to this regret at the retrograde 
policy, is the reflection that seventeen years ago the 
ships and guns of our Navy equalled any, and now we 
have fallen behind those who have only improved on 
American models. The committee find a slight consola- 
tion in looking at the two torpedo boats, but conclude : 


We want a Navy capable of protecting our commerce on all 
seas, of defending our own borders from invasion, and of 
destroying the commerce and sea-going cruisers of any nation 
which may make war upon us. Todo the first we should put 
our ironclad fleet. in condition of the greatest efficiency. and 
should develop the torpedo system to its fullest extent. With 
our ironclad fleet in condition for coast and harbor defence, 
and our torpedo system perfected 45,000,000 of Americans 
may defy all danger of foreign invasion. Be we should be 
able not only to meet and beat off an invader from our shore, 
but also to extort from an enemy terms of honorable peace 
by aggressive war upon the high seas. The late war has 
taught us how much harm a few fast ships, gallantly com- 
manded, can do upon the high seas, and the lesson ‘should 
not be lost upon us. 


struction of a new Navy. In any future wars with European 
nations we must fight upon the sea or nowhere, 


Still the committee do not ask anything extravagant. 
They suggest, first, and at once, a thorough overhauling 
and weeding out and sale of all the vessels, materials, 
stores, and armaments which are superannuated and 
practically useless ; secondly, a regular and permanent 
annual appropriation to begin the construction of three 
or four vessels a year, and to keep constantly employed 
a regular force of skilled employees; to employ the best 
skill in naval architecture, in engineering and guunery, 
and to settle upon the best system and methods. 

We can only add to this earnest appeal the hope that 
it may not fall on dull ears. We believe that a better 
daw is dawning, for the spirit that has already induced 
Congress to make even a slight step forward: in the pre- 
paration of heavy ordnance of our forts may also be 
turned to the reconstruction of our Navy. Should this 
prove true, no labor in the past to stir up the attention 
of Congress to this subject can be regretted. 

The bill providing for ‘‘f Board of Assistants for the 
Navy,” was introduced by Mr. Harris, April 22, 1878, 
nearly two years ago. The sections relating to the es- 
tablishment of the Board (1, 2 and 3, 5 and 10) appear 
to have been stricken out in the amended bill, and the 
following retained; the Secretary of the Navy being 
substituted for the Board in the remaining sections as 
follows: 

Szo.—(Old Sec. 6). The Secretary of the Navy shall 
cause an account to be taken of the stock of stores and 
supplies belonging to the several bureaus of the Navy 
Department, and appraise their value, which shall here- 
after be the price at which they shall be charged in ac- 
counting with the several bureaus. Such appraisal 
shall be made by the boards of officers of the Navy to be 
designated by the Secretary, and all such stores and 
supplies as shall be found by boards of appraisers to be 
unserviceable for use in the Navy shall be condemned 
and sold in the manner hereinafter provided for the sale 
of old materials, and the proceeds thereof shall be paid 
into the Treasury to the credit of the permanent con- 
struction fund of the Navy in the same manner as is 
hereinafter provided concerning the proceeds of the sale 
of old vessels of the Navy. 

Sxo.—(Old Sec. 7). The Secretary of the Navy shall 
cause to be examined by a competent board of officers 
of the Navy all vessels not in actual service at 
sea and vessels at sea as soon as they shall return to any 
naval station of the United States; said board to re- 
port what vessels are unfit for further service, or if the 
same are unfinished in any Navy-yard, which cannot be 
finished without great and disproportionate expense said 
boards shall in their report state fully the grounds and 
reasons for their opinion. And it shall be the duty of 
the Secretary of the Navy, if he shall concur in opinion 
with said report, to strike the name of each vessel or 
vessels from the Navy Register and withdraw them 
from the Navy, and if he thinks it advisable sell them 
after advertisement to the highest bidder, crediting the 
proceeds to the permanent construction fund. But no 
vessel shall be sold in any other manner, or for less than 
its appraised value, unless the President shall otherwise 
direct in writing. No old material of the Navy shall 
be sold or exchanged, which can, in the opinion of the 
said board be profitably used in the construction or re- 
pair of vessels and all moneys arising from the sale of 
such old material, which shall be at auction under the 
direction of the board, shall be paid into the treasury to 
the credit of the permanent fund of the Navy. 

Szo.—(Old Sec. 8.) There‘is hereby established a fund 
to be called and known as the Permanent Construction 
Fund of the Navy, which shall comprise appropriations 
made by Congress and the proceeds arising from the 
sale of old or condemned vessels, materials, stores and 
supplies, which fund shall be used solely in the con- 
struction, armament, and equipment of new Naval

No vessel now belonging: to the 
Navy shall be finished or repaired when the estimated 
cost of its conipletion or repait shall exceed forty per 
centum of the cost of a new vessel of the same size and 
model,exclusive of the armament and equipment, unless 
a Board of Officers selected by the Secretary recom- 
mend a completion or repair;'and in such case the cost 
of such completion or repair shall be made from said 
permanent'construction fund of the Navy, in the same 
manner as if such vessel was being built under the pro- 
visions of this act. 

Sro.—(Old Sec. 4.) . The Secretary of the Navy shall 
invite the submission of models, plans, and specifica- 
tions for naval véssels, their eugines, machinery, and 
armament, from any and all sources, and may determine 
what sum shall be given to any successful competitors, 
whose models, plans, or specifications so submitted 
shall be adopted for use in the Navy, and any such 
sum may be paid out of the permanent construction 
fund of the Navy. 

Sro.-—It shall be the duty of the Secretary to report 
annually to Congress in detail the proceeds of all sales 
of vessels and materials, and also all expenditures made 
or authorized to be made from said fund; and ‘to state 
what vessels have been built, commenced or author- 
ized to be built, and generally in what manner, whether 
by contract or otherwise. 








REFORMS NEEDED IN THE NAVY. 
No. IL.—THE ENLISTED MEN, 


SsoreTary Tnompson in his report recommends a 
change in the ration of the apprentice hoys mare ee 
ving 
him what he asks, for the future of: the United States 
Navy (if we ever intend having any), depends on hav- 
ing American seamen, and why should not the profes- 
sion of a sailor be as respectable as that of the mechanic. 
Good sailors must be skilful men. The Navy wants 
respectable and careful men, the same as does any out- 
side corporation, such as the New York Central, tho 
Baltimore and Ohio Railroad, the Pennsylvania, or any 
other public corporation. Now, in order to induce boys 
to remain in the Service give them good healthy foed, 
that they can digest, and their first outfit. Healthy 
stomachs make strong men with good min¢s. , The 
amount of badly cooked food, and the inefficiency of 
both officers and men’s cooks in our Navy need no 
reminder. Naval men all know what they have had to 
suffer, and those who think the Navy at sea have an 
easy time of it ought to be allowed to experience similar 
pleasures. To be sure some may not know what good 
cooking is, but they are not to blame for early educa- 
tion. The absurd habit of eating all meals in about 
eight hours, and going on an empty stomach for sixteen, 
has been touched upon by an able surgeon in the Navy 
in his book on hygiene, but what good has it done? In 
1700 the English navy did it, and we must copy them 
in everything absurd and in nothing useful or practical. 
It accords with the independence of our character which 
sneers at all abroad, and imitates the worst features of 
those we sneer at, neglecting by a wonderful oversight 
to copy any of their virtues. 

Galley, fires must be out at cight; they are generally 
run down at six.. The men have supper. at four to half 
past five all the year around, and the officers are no 
better, as they dine usually at five, and a few sensible 
messes as late as six. Why could not sufficient fire }e 
kept up to allow for making tea, coffee, or cocoa for 
men up to nine o'clock? The watch going on at sea could 
get a bite and a cup of something hot before eight, and 
those coming off could do the same; in port all could 
partake. The same with the officers. Where there is a 
five o’clock dinner, there should be a nine o'clock tea. 

In the English navy they are now discussing the ex- 
pediency of issuing the grog ration in the evening, in- 
stead of at noon. The reasons for it aré obvious. Many 
Englishmen would prefer to see grog abolished as a 
daily affair, and issued when recommended concurrent] 
by the captain, executive officer, and doctor. So it 
might be with liquor in our Service. “We are t> te con- 
gratulated that the grog tub is a thing of the » but 
there are exceptional cases where it could have becn and 
should be issued upon some such plan as that. mentioned. 

The habit which many a young officer has of nagging 
men on watch, for example, of letting all a weather 
brace go when bracing up, and then having the watch 
tug to haul it as taut as bar iron; of neglecting some 
precaution, and when things go wrong of ‘‘ sweating” 
the watch for it, does much to make men lose confidence 
in his ability as well as dislike him. Eyery ship shows 
the contrasts of the way officers get their dut doe. 

Then there is the easy going officer, who is quite as 
bad as the fault-finder. ie is the steady, determined, 
aud prudent oflicer that knows his duty and knows how 
to have it obeyed that is most efficient. He gives no 
unnecessary Orders, but when he does give an order then 
it means obedience. There are many such officers in 
the Service, and they should be encouraged, instead of 
many of the loud mouthed, smooth giving order officers, 
whose brilliancy as time servers often. leads a commander 
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to consider them as his efficient once,

many of the so-called ‘‘ best men” are often gam- 
mons. In a ship where the punishments 
tempered with mercy, according to the circumstances, if 
extenuating, one always find contentment, a cheer- 
“eae officers, they should be, if possibl:

The constant scolding of officers by their seniors, and 
the compliment extended to a crew or to individual men 
does no good. It is only a waste of useful wind, which 
may be wanted to give orders a weather, when 
a strain is required of the voice. uarters of the 
bawling by petty officers is useless, and in many cases 
officers not only e it but allow it. 

Then a sailor’s private rights should be 
when he is off duty. All men are equal in the sight of 
God, but for all that we well know that ‘‘ Pinafore” 
discipline is not what is wanted. Thinking officers in 
the ice can do much good if will.

Deze Ska Sounpine.—The Scientific American 
describes the new deep sea sounding apparatus of Sir 
Henrique de Lima e Cuina, based on atmospheric pres- 
sure. It consists of a hollow cone of sheet copper, to 
which is soldered a vertical wire of pure silver, which 
occupies the axis of the cone. To prepare the ap us 
for use the silver wire is moistened with nitric acid, 
which results in the production of a thin film of nitrate 
of silver. As the apparatus sinks into the sea, the water 
penetrates into it through the orifices in the diaphragm 
at the base, and ually rises in proportion as the 
pressure increases during the descent. e salt water 
acts on the thin coating of nitrate of silver on a wire, 
and turns it perfectly white by the production of chloride 
of silver as far as immersion has taken place. By this 
means, therefore, is to w height the 
water has risen in the cone, and consequently w the 
pressure has been; and from these data the depth to 
which the instrument has descended is easily determined 
by simple formule.

i and hammock cloths were carried a It stove in 
the cabin and ward room skylights, taking much water below, 
carried away port pin rail on the poop, also the iron railing 
around p. The mizzen topmast was carried away, at the 
cap, the mizzen mast settled four inches, breaking two 
of the iron beams on the lower deck under the mast step. 
The boats had been well secured, the hatches and skylights 
were all battened down, and eve recaution taken. A 
board reported the ship as properly handled, and that no 
blame could be attached to any one. A correspondent of the 
Philadelphia Ledger gives this additional account: ‘The 
Ranger left Yokohama at 11.30 a. m., Nov. 6, and on the 11th 
struck a gale which blew up into a hurricane. From the 12th 
to the 28th the weather was fine and the wind fair. The 
second and worst storm struck her on the 28th, the velocity 
of the wind being 110 miles an hour. One man, Weir, was 
washed over A third gale was experienced Sunday, 
Dec. 7.

Commander Byron Wilson, in a despatch dated at Rio de 
Janeiro, Dec. 11, reports the arrival of this vessel, after a 
passage of 70 days from Boston, and gives tho results of his 
deep sea soundings and search for reported dangers. Fifteen 
soundings were taken at intervals of 20 miles after leaving 
‘Boston, until a depth of over 2,500 fathoms was reached. 
‘From latitude 30 deg. N., longitude 43 deg. W., to latitude 25 
deg. 34 min. N., longitude 41 deg. 23 min. W., the reported 

sition of Antoinette Rock, he sounded every thirty miles. 

he least depth obtained on this line was in latitude 29 deg. 
08 min. N., longitude 42 deg. 44 min. W., 1,266 fathoms. 
Immediately over the reported position of the rock he 
obtained 2,508 fathoms, and not less than 2,032 fathoms from 
the soundings in the vicinity. The spot was passed over 
three times with lookout at each mast head. In the position 
of Txeiro’s Shoal, latitude 12 deg. N., longitude 33 deg. 28 
min. W., he obtained 3,185 fathoms. ‘The weather was clear, 
and lookouts kept at mast head. No indication of breakers. 
He was unable to sound, on account of wind and sea, on the 
spot reported by Capt. Wakeman, of the Adelaide, in latitude 
11 deg. 21 min. N., longitude 33 deg. 43 min. W., but sailed 
over and around it. He thinks the breakers reported in that 
locality were nothing more than tide or current rips, which 
are frequent in that region. The next soundings were made 
in latitude 3 deg. 07 min. N., and longitude 24 deg. 14 min. 
W.. the exact spot of the reported Pryce’s Shoal, where ?,291 
fathoms were obtained. Another sounding, 10 miles north- 
east, three-quarters east, gave 2,472 fathoms.

VARIOUS NAVAL ITEMS. 


THE Constellation was put oui of commission at New York 
on Jan. 26. 


Tue English National Lifeboat Association saved 637 lives 
dur ng the past year. Twenty-one vessels were saved from 
destructior. 


THERE was a heavy reduction of the force in the Norfolk 
Navy-yard Jan. 24. in pursuance of orders from the Navy 
Department. The foremen of shipjoiners, smiths, iron- 
platers, plumbers, mastmakers, boatbuilders, blockmakers, 
coopers, calkers, and painters were disrated to leading men, 
the most of them to ordinary work. 


Tne Light House steamer Manzanita, which was built at 
Baltimore, has reached San Francisco after a remarkably 
short passage of 72 days. She encountered near the Bermu- 
das a hurricane of unusual violence. She was in command 
of Lieut. Wells L. Field. of the Navy, whose services are 
commended by the Light House Board to the Navy Depart- 
ment. 

Rear-Apminat T. H. Patterson, in a despatch dated at 
Amoy, China, Dec. 17, reports the movements of the vessels 
of his command, as given in our list of vessels, and the con- 
tinued good health of all on board. The Adaiiral reports 
that the exportation of tea from Shanghai, Foo Chow, and 
Amoy is almost exclusively in foreign bottoms, and that ho 
rarely meets an American merchant vessel except in the 
Japanese ports. 

In answering the inquiry from the House Naval Committee 
as to whether the number of midshipmen in the Service is 
sufficient, Secretary Thompson said: ‘‘There have been an 
unusually small number of casualties in the Navy during the 
past year. Had this not been so, the present number of 
midshipmen would have been greatly reduced. As soon as 
the cadets at large graduate, now some twenty in excess of 
the number to which the law has restricted it, the annual 
number of graduates will be materially reduced. All the 
midshipmen are usefully employed, and as represented in 
my report to the Senate Committee, theapplications for them 
from commanding officers cannot be filled.” 

A DECREE just issued by the Chief of the German Admi- 
ralty ordains that the words “port” (backbord) and “ star- 
board” (steuerbord), used as orders to the men at tho steer- 
ing wheel of a German man-of-war, are in future to be 
employed in a sense exactly the reverse of that which they 
have hitherto borne, When the order to “‘ port” is given or 
the corresponding signal is made the wheel is to be turned or 
the helm is to be put over so that the ship’s head will turn to 
port or to the left ; and, similarly. when the order is given to 

‘starboard,” it is to be intended that the rudder is to be 
placed so that the ship’s head will be turned to the right. 

A coMMITTEE, consisting of Rear-Admiral Jenkins, Capiain 
Upshur, Commander Mc@ormick, Lieut.-Commander Taylor, 
Lieutenant Hitchcock, and Lieutenant Fred. Collins, has 
been appointed to advise and consult with the attorney 
(understood to be Mr. Richard T. Merrick), retained to repre- 
sent the Navy officers of the line before Congress. The 
circular, which has been sent to all of the line dffiicers, con- 
cludes by saying: ‘The chaplains’, civil engineers’, and 
naval constructor bills were killed in Congress last session. 
The bills were similar, and proposed giving the youngest offi- 
cer in each of these corps the rank of lieutenant commander. 
They were evidently intended as wedges for similar bills 
from the other staff corps. The ex-officer is restored to the 
head of the mess table, and we think he is certain to have all 
of his rights restored to him at an early date. There are 
several bills for the reduction of the pay and grades of the 
Navy to be introduced at the coming session, and they must 
be fought. The majority of the line officers have subscribed 
#5 for defraying the expenses. If you feel so disposed will 
you please remit the above amount.”

SUBSIDIZED MERCHANT STEAMERS. 

Our great commercial rivals, Great Britain and France, give 
lavish subsidies to rteamship lines. We can only hope to compete 
with them by the same means, at least until our commercial ma- 
rine is re-established. It would be wise economy to spend five 
millions a year forthe next twenty years in the way pro . 
The retarn would be tenfo'd, and the effect would he lasting. If 
we could get American steamships to running to all the ports of 
Europe, Central and South America, Asia and Australia, it would 
be of mere benefit to us as a pation than our whole Navy. War 
vessels no longer maintain a country’s power and prestige Com- 
merce rules the world, and richly rewards those who encourage 
and develop it. 

What an absurdly callow idea—that ‘‘ war vessels 
no longer maintain a country’s power and prestige "—to 
have its source in an editorial of the ——-——! To 
what element of power, then, Mr. Editor, has that 
sacred function been just now transferred? And what, 
pray, shall be deduced from your sapient conclusion 
that, ‘‘If we could get American steamships to running 
to all the ports of Europe, Central and South America, 
Asia and Australia, it would be of more benefit to us as 
a nation than our whole Navy !” 

In what manner, now, is. the Navy to be affected by 
this grand scheme for an extension of our commerce, 
otherwise than to find its very usefulness more in de- 
mand, better appreciated, and more essentially tangible 
of purpose? The Navy, too, will have its occasion for 
rejoicing in the success of that proposed scheme, surely 
not less than any others of our nation’s patriotic citizens, 
at home or abroad. 

And what—do tell—has the subsidizing of merchant 
steamers, for mail service to the priucipal ports of the 
world, to do with the purposes of a Navy? Is it im- 
agined that these merchant steamers shall take the place 
of cruisers, and constitute the power which shall com- 
mand that respect for our flag, in which alone. consists 
the vital element of security to our citizens and com- 
merce, everywhere ? 

Does the enlightened editor of the,-—- —— (Jan. 18) 
suppose that these same subsidized merchant steamers 
are to be invested with the character and plenary powers 
of United States cruisers, whilst ostensibly engaged in - 
commerce, and the carrying of mails?) Truly, it would 
be a handy arrangement, and amazingly economical. 

Without a Navy, being true, always,: te .our-innate 
characteristics for calculation, we miglit.reckon upon a 
reasonable chance of immunity for them—for awhile, 
perhaps—from actual outrage, or serious ‘moléstation, 
under ordinary circumstances, unti) it would be appar- 
ent to the world, finally, that they wereabsolutely un- 
protected. And, what then? Does he not comprehend 
the fact that the same mantle of protection which is in- 
dispensable to the security of all other vessels abroad— 
and which figuratively refers to that modicum of respect, 
from foreigners, that supposed pesitive power compels— 
must extend alike over these subsidized steamers, in 
common with all other vessels engaged in ordinary com- 
mercial pursuits? It may be said now, very truly, alas! 
that the old garment is getting to be somewhat far- 
fetched, and rather thin in places; still it is a mantle 
yet, sir, that cannot be spared by our commerce. 

Finally, it is not possible, vy any act of our Congress, 
to invest these subsidized steamers, in their commercial 
status, with any of those rights and privileges of exter- 
ritoriality which belong, under the law of nations, to the 
commissioned vessels of a navy. 

It is scarcely to be supposed, however, that the idea, 
which has provoked these mild expressions of astonish- 
ment, did in fact emanate from the erudite editor, him- 
self; but, more likely, he has been made, in this mattes 
—as sometimes it happens to the unwary and unsuspect- 
ing—the unconscious victim of some ambitious devil in 
his establishment. Certainly, it is not creditable to the 
little fellow’s intelligence. But the writer is in full 
accord with him, nevertheless, in all that refers to the 
measure, as affecting our commercial interests; and 
only dissents to so much, therein, as is said in gratuitous 
disparagement of the Navy. And yet, he feels con- 
strained to protest here, against the unguarded use of 
that mighty vehicle, by which the public mind may be 
so egregiously misled; as in the instance that has pro- 
voked this gentle remonstrance. 

Bear in mind, Mr. Editor, that, morally, your voca 
tion is one of great responsibility—as doubtless you may 
justly aspire to be an expounder, and teacher, of true 
State policy, and sound political doctrine, to future 
legislators; hence this very earnest appeal to your con- 
science.

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CONGRESS AND COASTWISE DEFENCE. 
T is greatly to be regretted that the New York 
Chamber of Commerce, just as it was about to 
memorialize Congress to increase the annual appropria- 
tion for heavy guns, had its intent perverted and its 
judgment puzzled, by the introduction of the torpedo 
question. To any one who has made the subject of 
ha bor defence a study, there is not the slightest ground 
for doubt or hesitation in the matter. The Chamber of 
Commerce need not have paused in its purpose or have 
been troubled in its judgment by Mr. Conk iine’s 
tribute to the prospects of ‘the torpedo system. Torpe- 
does are not going to take the place of heavy guns, nor 
are guns going to render torpedoes useless. We are so 
accustomed to sceing the advocates of some particular 
system of attack or defence overlook, in their enthusiatic 
reliance upon it, the merits and advantages of all other 
systems, that we are not surprised at the large claims 
made by Mr. Conxu1ne for the torpedo. He is right in 
one respect—in the large hopes that this weapon has 
excited for its utility and efficiency ; he would only be 
wrong in supposing that coast war hereafter is to be all 
torpedo war. 

There are several very important and practical con- 
sideratiana, in this matter, which we desire to present, 
partly in the hope that the Chamber of Commerce may, 
at its next meeting, take up the postponed memorial and 
pass it, and chiefly with the desire that Congress itself 
may inerease its appropriations ‘for heavy guns. And 
in the first place, it is to be noted that those officers who 
are paying the most attention to torpedoes understand 
perfectly their limited, if not subordinate role, as we 
showed last week. It is unquestionably true that some 
inventors of torpedoes are inclined to under-rate the 
value of heavy guns, especially in, fixed forts, and to 
consider them obsolete. But it is, we believe, an inva- 
riable rule, that where officers are placed in charge of 
harbor defences, and have a desire simply to make their 
defence sure, they demand and believe in heavy guns 
as well as torpedoes; and if they had to rely on one 
defence alone, they would take their chances with a 
good supply of monster guns, in forts and iron-clads, 
aided by obstructions to detain a fleet under their fire. 
Again, we judge that some of the confusion on this 
subject has arisen from an imperfect consideration of 
historic facts. It 1t perfectly true that even before the 
decisive conflict of Hampton Roads, in the spring of 
1862, it had been held by the best authorities that 
fixed forts could not prevent the passage of a fleet 
through an unobstructed channel. Of course this con- 
cluzion tended both to bring fixed forts, unsupported, 
into disrepute, and to increase the reliance on floating 
batteries, fleets, and obstructions. When the torpedo 
presented itself as a most destructive form of obstruc- 
tion it was naturally and properly hailed as the weapon 
of the future. Finally, when the torpedo vessel united 
the defensive and offensive features in submarine war- 
fare, no wonder that the problem of coast defence seemed 
solved by this device, unaided and alone. 

But asin nature there is hardly a bane without an 
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conclude that no new system of attack or defence will 
be allowed to pass without the invention of something 
to counteract it. In opposition to the system of torpedo 
obstruction and of submarine wires there has already 
been constructed a very elaborate system of torpedo 
destroyers and ‘‘creepers” for picking them up or ex- 
ploding them. In short, while it is true that fixed forts 
cannot prevent ships from running by them, in an un- 
obstructed channel, it may also be laid down that no 
system of torpedo obstructions can prevent ships from 
forcing a passage through them unless prevented by the 
fire of heavy guns either from forts or fleets. And it is 
just this important fact which is forgotten by those 
who think that torpedoes have made guns obsolete. 

As a practical illustration of the point suggested, we 
may refer to the recent English drills in the attack of 
harbors defended by torpedoes. During the night at- 
tack on Fort Monckton, cf which an account was given 
in the Journat of December 6, 1879, the problem was 
to determine in what way a harbor defended by torpe- 
does could be forced by torpedo-boats, counter-mining 
and creeping. The position attacked was defended by 
the best torpedo devices known to the British service— 
mines fired by electricity from the shore, and so placed 
as not to be liable to be fired by contact, as well asmines 
which do explode mechanically by contact. The posi- 
tion was further defended by a big boom, provided with 
network and other obstructions, in order to foul the en- 
emy’s launches, in their attempts to remove it. There 
were 81 torpedoes, or mines as they are usually called, 
49 of which could be fired at will. Besides, there were 
two powerful electric lights on shore to turn upon the 
hostile party. Without going into details, we may say 
that, in the sham battle (for the blowing charges only 
contained two pounds of powder, to avoid accidents) 
the steam pinnaces, counter-mine launches and creeps,. 


and dynamite, and by counter-mines widened the pas- 
sage to 60 feet. This was done, be it observed, under 
the fire of the guns of the fert—or the aiming, rather, 
for the judges, when they considered that_a boat would 
have been struck, signalled her out as disabled, without 
actual discharge of the guns. Besides, the space to be 
defended was only a channel 800 feet wide. It will be 
seen, therefore, that had the space been a great harbor, 
and had there been no heavy guns to sink the attacking 
boats, the boasted torpedo defence would have been ut- 
terly worthless, for the number of disabling torpedo 
explosions was found net sufficient to prevent the 
assailants from doing their work. 

There is still another consideration. Were ourharbor 
defences already tolerably well advanced, there might 
be more reason for pausing in regard toheavy guns. In 
reality, the whole coast for thousands of miles is practi- 
cally defenceless. Hence, were all possible appliances; 
both for guns and torpedoes, kept at work busily from 
this time forth, it would still take years to make our 
coasts even tolerably secure. The history of war is 
one uniform lesson of the folly of relying on a single 
arm, ora single system of attack or defence. If that 
single reliance is destroyed or eounterpoised, or if it 
fails in the moment of exigency, the ruin is irretrievable,. 
because nothing is left to depend upon. A nation like 
ours could not be guilty of such folly, particularly when 
the torpedo system is shown to be only an auxiliary 
defence at best. 

Finally, we cal! the attention of Congress to the fact 
that heavy gunscannot be extemporized—that it requires 
many months to build even one. Only two establisb- 
ments, the South Boston and the West Point, have the 
plants for founding heavy guns. To keep these costly 
plants ready for use, Congress should give orders for 
heavy guns, even were there a reasonable present sup- 
ply. But when we find this supply alarmingly defi- 
cient, can Congress hesitate? By all means let the half 
million appropriation be made. 








THE MARCH TO THE SEA. 


Anp now a Philadelphian claims for Gen. MoCieLtan 
the credit of the original conception of SHerMAn’s 
famous March to the Sea. The ground of this claim is 
that Gen. McCretray, in his first plan of campaign, 
prepared for President Lincoln’s Council of War, pro- 
posed to simply hold Lex in Virginia, by threatening 
Richmond with a large army near Washington, and 
then to ‘‘ organize a similar army in the Valley of the 
Mississippi, and when their barvest is ripe I will cut a 
broad road to the Atlantic, cutting off their chief source 
of supply. Arrived on the coast I will direct that army 
north upon Richmond, and when it reaches Virginia 
will start the army in front of Washington for the same 





antidote, and as a peculiar offset or enemy is provided , 
for each potent force, so in the military art it is safe to i 


point, and caught thus between two such armies the 
capital of the Confederacy will be taken and the Rebel- 
lion ended.” Upon this the commentator adds : 


cut mine after mine, blew up the boom with gun-cotton: 
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crushed was the result to the Confederate army of epee 
man’s March to the Sea,” his refusal to be transported by 
sea to Grant on the James and, finally, his placing his army 
where he did to stop the retreat of the fleeing enemy, ready 
to give them battle. “ Honor to whom honor is due.” To 
Gen. Sherman more than Gen. Grant are we indebted for the 
close of the war, as ‘‘ The March to the Sea” was Gen. Sher- 
man’s own work. This also proves that had Gen, McClellan 
been allowed to perfect and carry out his original plans, the 
war might have been ended early in 1863. Gen. Sherman 
may not have known of Gen. McClellan’s plan, probably did 
not, and the writer does not mean to intimate he did, or that 
his own movement was not entirely original with him—it was 
his good fortune to propose and carry it out. 

Gen. MoCieLtan was a soldier of exceedingly broad 
views, and well calculated to take the military geography 
of the whole country into consideration, in his plans of 
campaign. We do not imagine, however, that he would 
enter the lists as a claimant for the honors of the March 
to the Sea, whose peculiar merit, be it observed, was 
not in its general conception, as a possible thing to do, 
but in its actual accomplishment at that particular epoch 
and no other. In the early part of the war, it would 
have been a prodigious task, quite likely resulting in 
overwhelming disaster. When SHerMan accomplished 
it, it was all a brilliant success. Its genius consisted, 
as we think, in that boldness of conception and skill of 
execution, which turned an imminent peril into a great 
triumph. For Hoop was breaking up SaerMan’s line 
of supply to the rear, and soon would have forced 
SHERMAN to dance attendance on him, all the way back 
to Tennessee. The moral effect of this retrograde would 
have been disastrous to the Union and helpful to the 
Confederate cause, even if the two armies had never 
come together in decisive battle all winter. The bril- 
liancy of SHErMAN’s stroke consisted in dividing his 
forces and so effecting an almost simultaneous double 
coup at Nashville and Savannah, meanwhile avoiding 
that appearance of retreat which Hoop had sought to 
force upon him, by making a forward march through 
Georgia. The difference between this specific strategy 
in a moment of great exigency, demanding prompt de- 
cision, and a general plan of campaign througl: the cen- 
tre of the enemy’s country, is obvious. 

As to the alleged question of the honors of the March 
to the Sea, about which there is so much talk nowadays, 
it is enough to say that no such question properly exists, 
except so far as it can be forced into an unnatural ex- 
istence. Gen. Grant settled the whole matter in his 
own final official report of the concluding operations of 
the war, in which he says he consented to the plan which 
Gen. SHERMAN urged on him. Gen. SHerMan’s Memoirs 
only set forth in greater detail the actual facts, and give 
the story as history will record it. 

And while we are on this subject we will take the 
opportunity to point out an error that is going therounds 
of the newspapers, sceming to connect the Boynton 
threat to sue Gen. Suerman for slander, with this sup- 
posed or pretended question of the authorship of the 
March to the Sea. The two things have nothing to do 
with each other; for the alleged ‘‘ revival of General 
Grant's claim” to that campaign (with which General 
Haw .ey’s name was also untruthfully connected), was 
a pure invention, as Gen. Grant's authorized and pub- 
lished statements show. Gen. Grant would be the last 
man to seek to add to his own laurels those which belong 
to Gen. SHzrMan alone.

CONFIRMATION OF DR. WALES. 


Tue Senate, by what is reported as the remarkably 
strong vote of 32 against 8, has confirmed the appoint: 
ment of Dr. Waxes to be Chief of the Bureau of Medi- 
cine ‘and Surgery, and Surgeon-General of the Navy. 
This result of the bitter context shows that the view 
taken in regard to the legal right of the Secretary to 
make this nomination, as well as the entire competency 
of Dr. Warzs for the position, made a strong case in 
his favor. Nevertheless, the existing letter of the law 
is not, in our opinion, in accordance with the obvious 
intent of the legislators; and further, any departure 
from the good old rule of seniority in promotion, where 
all other things are exactly equal, will never cease to 
arouse the same intense opposition that has been wit- 
nessed in the case of Dr. Wats. 

We hear it intimated that many of the Medical Corps 
feel sufficiently aggrieved to take the matter to the 
courts of law for determination—the feeling probably 
being that the jumping of three seniors in the grade of 
Medical Inspector and the entire superior grade of Me- 
dical Directors, fifteen in number, ought not to be sub- 
mitted to without a contest still further prolonged. As 
if in anticipation of that result, there was introduced 
into the Senate, on the 27th inst., one day after Dr. 
Wa es’s confirmation, a bill authorizing the appoint- 
ment of Medical Inspectors to be Chief of the Bureau, 
and also ‘‘to remove the disability of the present incum- 
bent.” The former provision, so far as it can relate to 








latter provision seeks to validate acts already performed 
by Dr. Waxzs before his confirmation. 

The law and the facts in this remarkable case we have 
recently reviewed fully in the Journat, and therefore 
need not now rehearse. Some of the opponents of the 
selection have not scrupled to charge it to favoritism, 
Dr. Wates being family physician of the Secretary and 
of other influential persons. But it seems to us only 
fair to say that nobody can accuse Dr. Wats of in- 
triguing for the appointment, or going out of his way to 
secure it. He has been devoted to the practice of his 
profession, and in this undoubtedly secured the strong 
liking of the Secretary and all others in Washington 
with whom he was brought in contact. In the best 
sense of being a favorite, undoubtedly the charge of 
favoritism would stick ; but it seems to us that the only 
prorer line of argument of his opponents is the general 
one that it is not for the good of any service, in no 
special exigency, to put officers over the heads of their 
seniors, without allegation or pretence of incompetency 
in the latter. Nevertheless, the bungling codification of 
the statutes seems to us to have given the Secretary full 
authority to make the selection of Dr. Watzs. It is 
therefore quite probable that the Senate may further 
justify its action by passing the general bill just spoken 
of. But unless that body wishes to reduce the Medical 
Directors to a kind of semi-retired list, as regards pro- 
motion to the head of the Bureau, making those who 
reach that grade feel as though they were ‘‘in the 
nine-holes,” it would seem wiser to pass an exactly 
opposite law, and so leave the case of Dr. WALEs as ex- 
ceptional, instead of making the general law conform 
to it. 


THE YAKOOB BEG HORKOR. 


Amonast the weekly batch of bills and resolutions 
presented, last Monday, in Congress, under the custom- 
ary call of States, was a resolution by Mr. Paaz, of 
California, reciting the letter sent to President Hayss 
by Mr. Exsriwwer T. Gerry, President of the New 
York Society for the Prevention of Cruelty to Children, 
which set forth to him the atrocities prepared by the 
Chinese government for the children of Yaxoon Bza, 
and asking Mr. Hayes to tell the House whether he had 
done anything to help avert these atrocities. 

There is happily ground for hoping that Mr. Page’s 
resolution comes too late—that the atrocities contem- 
plated have been abandoned. In the Hong Kong news 
of Dec. 24, brought to San Francisco by the City of 
Peking, Jan. 20, occurs this item : 

Owing to strong intercessions from foreign private sources, 
and especially, it is believed, from the Anti-Opium Society or 
England, the barbarous sentences of mutilation passed upon 
the surviving relatives of Yakoob, ex-ruler of Kashgar, have 
been commuted to life imprisonment. 

Never certainly was foreign interference called for, in 
Chinese affairs, by a more barbarous imperial mandate. 
When, two or.three years ago, the famous rebel chief 
of Central Asia, after reigning nearly a dozen years in 
Kashgar and the neighboring cities, was overcome and 
captured, he was tortured to death, according to the 
ingenious deviltry prescribed by Chinese law, which 
decrees that death for sedition must be ‘slow and 
painful.” This law further condemns the children and 
grandchildren of the rebel, if not engaged ia his plots, 
to be mutilated and then turned over as slaves to the 
soldiery. At the capture of Yaxoos Baza, several of 
his relatives were executed forthwith; but he had with 
him also three little sons, aged, at their trial, early last 
year, fourteen, ten, and six; and with them was a son 
of his fellow chief, a child of five years. These little 
wretches were formally questioned whether they knew 
anything of Yaxoos Bxo’s treason; as they did not, 
instead of being put to a slow and painful death, like 
him, they were only set apart for this other fate, sup- 
posed by Chinese law to be more merciful. 

The strange thing is that the sentence has not already 
been executed. But the delay may be due to the fact 
that the law, in its horrible details, prescribes that the 
victims, if under eleven years, shall be kept in prison 
until that age, and then dealt with in the manner laid 
down. It is possible, therefore, that as only one, Marri 
Ku, was of the mature age, the Government has 
waited for Yima Kutt, who was just ten years old at 
the trial, to arrive at the age of eleven, before beginning 
to execute the shameful sentence. At all events, the 
recommendation of the judge that the sentence of Mart 
Kut should be executed forthwith, and that he should 
be sent to the soldiery in the Amoor region, lest the 
Turkestan soldiery should take pity on him, seems not 
to have been acted on at once. 

Those English societies that have interested them- 


have interfered in the same cause, especially as the 
Viceroy of India recognized Yaxoon Bre as a ruler by 
asking him for a treaty of commerce and friendship 
with Kashgar. 








THE NAVAL JUDGE ADVOCATE. 


Tue bill introduced into Congress (H. R. 2788) for 
the nomination by the President and the confirmation 
by the Senate of a Judge Advocate General of the 
Navy, cannot fail to arouse interest and to elicit discus- 
sion. According to this bill, the new official would be 
selected from the officers of the Navy or the Marine 
Corps, with the rank, pay, and allowances of a captain 
of the former or a colonel of the latter, as the case may 
be. His duties would be to receive, revise, and have 
recorded the proceedings of all Courts-Martial, Courts 
of Inquiry, and Boards for the examination of officers 
for retirement and promotion in the Navy and Marine 
Corps; to examine all questions of law, regulation, 
form and practice, and report on them to the Secretary 
with recommendations; to examine all claims pre- 
sented to the Department; and to discharge the duties 
heretofore performed by the Solicitor and Naval Judge 
Advocate General. 

The arguments adduced in support ef this bill sug- 
gest themselves almost from a perusal of its provisions. 
For, from a mere glance at the variety, amount, and im- 
portance of the work assigned to the proposed new 
officer, it is evident that the Head of the Department 
could not possibly have the time to attend to even a 
small pertion of it. Besides, the officer should be fami- 
liar with the law, forms, and practice of Courts-Mar- 
tial; the rules, regulations, and established customs of 
the Navy; he should have practical experience in the 
naval service, and an acquaintance with the practical 
application of the law and regulations to the rank, 
grades, ratings, etc., of the various classes of officers 
and enlisted men in the service. 

In fact, we find that this necessity for having a 
competent officer as Judge Advocate has long been 
recognized by a detail for that purpose; so that now 
this bill only substitutes a permanent for a temporary 
provision, so following the custom prevailing in the 
Army. But in the latter, the Judge Advocate General’s 
relative rank and pay (those of a Brigadier General) are 
higher than is now proposed for the Navy. 

Admitting the necessity for the office, the question 
arises as to whether it should be filled from the Navy or 
the legal profession. Many believe with the correspon- 
dent whose letter we published Jan. 17, that since the 
proposed office must pertain so much more to the legal 
than to the naval profession, it willbe wiser to fill it by a 
lawyer with some experience in sea life, rather than by 
a naval officer with some knowledge of the principles of 
the law. . The bill in question, however, procecds on 
the opposite theory, and holds that’a simple revival of 
the office of naval solicitor would be unsuited to the 
service. 








tENERAL PORTER'S CASE. 


Tue Senate, this week, following the House las? 
week, has received majority and minority reports from 
the Military Committee on the conclusions of the Sono- 
FiztD Board of Inquiry in the case of Gen. Portsr, 
together with the relief bill proposed by the majority. 
In the bill, as published last week, the following words 
were added by mistake to the second section: ‘‘Pre- 
vided that he shall not be entitled to receive any pay or 
allowances while not in the Service of the United States.” 
These words were in the bill as originally drawn, but 
the fifth sectien having been so amended as to give 
back pay and allowances instead of the round sum of 
$75,000, they were stricken out in agreement | with 
the last section of the bill as amended. The majority 
report in the Senate, presented by Mr. Randolph, like 
the majority report in the House, simply recites and co- 
incides with the conclusions of the Board of Inquiry, 
and presents the relief bill. Theminority report was pre- 
sented by Senator Logan, who said, ‘If I may be per- 
mitted, I desire to say in reference to the preamble of 
the bill that I dissent from it in toto: First, because 
the President had no authority in law to organize the 
commission that examined this case by taking er parte 
testimony ; second, because there being no error in the 
finding of the court-martial, its action is not reviewable 
by Congress; and third, when a person is out of the 
Army, Congress should not pay him for time he did not 
devote to the service of the country. On these three 
grounds, with others, I object to the bill.” 

The Senate bill opens with a preamble reciting the

The 4th section is the same as the 5th section of the 
House bill, giving Porter the pay and allowance of a 
Major-General to Aug. 81, 1866, and Colonel on the re- 
tired list from that date. 








Wovrp it not be well to still further improve the 
generally commendable bill (H. R. 64) authorizing the 
assignment of a rear-admiral on the retired list to duty 
as governor of the Philadelphia Naval Asylum, by giv- 
ing the preference in this appointment to tkose retired 
officers who have been wounded in the line of duty? 
The Committee on Naval Affairs have well said, in re. 
porting the bill: ‘*Being an asylum or home for the 
disabled and decrepit, it appears highly appropriate that 
it should be presided over by an officer of high rank, 
who himself has served the Government in various posi- 
tions of distinction, and who has been retired by age, 
wounds, or infirmity, and who is bound by the ties of 
sympathy with the scarred and meritorious veterans who 
are the beneficiaries of that institution. We have many 
auch ofticers on the retired list of the Navy, who are yet 
vigorous in beth body and mind, and in every respect 
competent to discharge all the duties that would be re- 
quired of the overseer of the asylum ; besides, it would 
be but a deserving compliment to assign a veteran oflicer 
to this position.” Thus the purpose in the minds of the 
eonunittce would be served by indicating in the language 
of the bill itself the limit or preference we suggest. 


Tne Secretary of the Navy has received notice through 
the Secretary of State, of the offer by the King of the 
Belgians of a prize of twenty-five thousand francs for 
the ‘‘ best work on the means of improving ports estab- 
lished on low and sandy coasts like those of Belgium.” 
Foreigners deserving to compete for the prize will be 
required to send their works, cither printed or in manu- 
script to the Minister of the Interior at Brussels before 
the 1st day of January, 1881. A manuscript work ob- 
taining the prize must be published in the course of the 
vear following that in which the prize shall have been 
a varded. ; 

The award will be made by a jury appointed by His 
Majesty, the King of the Belgians; this jury will be 
composed of seven members, three of whom are to be 
Uelgians and four foreigners of different nationalities. 

It does not appear sufficiently clear whether the party

whether the government of Belgium will do so. But 
the inference is that the party must do it, as those com- 
peting can send in either manuscript or printed works.

Schurz of course believed Mr. Hayt, rather than an 
Army officer, and was tremendously severe, soon after- 
wards, in one of his reports, against army criticisms 
on Indian affairs. Now, by the testimony of a former 
Indian Bureau employee, who ‘‘ knows how it is him- 
self,” Mr. Hayt’s deceptions are exposed. It would 
have been better for Mr. Schurz had he believed Major 
Mizner. [Hc has finally satisfied himself by Mr. Hayt’s 


action in another matter, the San Carlos affair, that he 
is not to be depended upon, and on the 29th summarily 
removed him from his position as Commissioner of 
Indian Affairs.

INDIAN AFFAIRS. 
VICTORIA’S BAND OF APACHES. 


A telegram, dated Santa Fé, January 25, announces 
that Major Morrow, who is pursuing Victoria’s band of 
Apaches, was forced to go into Ojo Caliente from the 
San Mateo Mountains for rations. The command had 
been in the mountains without rations for two days, 
and was fighting daily. In the last two days’ fight, 
Major Morrow captured 100 horses and mules. The 
Indians abandoned large quantities of property stolen in 
Mexico—bolts of calico, cotton cloths, etc. Major Mor- 
row is reported as having punished the Indians severely. 
It is thought, judging from the number, that the band 
is composed of all the Indians who have been living in 
Mexico. The mountains are spoken of as being very 
rough, with scarcely any morass. General Sherman has 
not received any ofiicial information regarding the al- 
leged killing of Chief Victoria. 

The chief scene of Indian news has this week shifted from 
the frontier to the capital; and the ple there under fire 
are this time those of the Indian eau. Commissioner 
Hayt is now under investigation, both by the Board of In- 
dian Commissioners and by Congressional Committees. Last 
week, Gon. Fisk formally accused Mr, Hayt’s bureau of caus- 
ing or leading to the Ute outbreak by failing to pay the money 
due under the Brunot treaty. ‘It stood to their credit on the 
books of the Interior Department, and it wy was an in- 
excusable neglect of duty on the part of the Indian Bureau 
not to provide for its payment.” He also accused the bu- 
reau of leaving supplies to rot at Rawlins, 175 miles distant, 
which were due at White River Agency, and of appointing, in 
Meeker, & man having no tactin the management of In- 
dians, On the 24th, Mr. W. M. Leeds. late Chief Clerk of 
tho Ind@ian Oiice, appeared before the Senate committee to 
look into the removal of the Northern Cheyennes from the 
Sioux reservation to the Indian territory, and gave testimony 
that the complaint of these Indians, that they were being 
starved at their agency, was true. He said the Indian Office 
| was informed of the lack of food and that Commissioner 
j Hayt failed to furnish the supplies which the treaty called 
‘for. He also attacked Commissioner Hayt’s annual report 
| for 1878, asserting that the statement in it referring to the 
food supply for these Indians is deceptive, not allowing for 
© 60 per cent. tare given the Government on purchasing, 
and which represents hides, horns, hoofs, entrails, aud 
refuse, not to be counted as food. Thus, the quantity issued 
during 398 days was short of what was due them 106,795 
pounds, without making any allowance for loss or shrinkage, 
or depreciation in the value of the ration by reason of a 
change in the proportion of its component parts. These 
facts, in connection with the fact that for some weeks their 
scant rations were still further decreased by a lack of the 
half pound per diem of flour, are not only sufficient evidence 
that the Northern Cheyennes did not receive rations to the 
amount to which they were entitled under the treaty, but 
sustain the charge that they were being starved. 

Meanwhile the Ute negotiations are going on slowly at 
Washington. Mr, Schurz seems to centre his policy in the 
| matter entirely on getting hold of as much as possible of the 
' Ute lands, and on getting at some Indians to execute. In 
| pursuit of these aims, Sowawick, Jack, Sieblox, and Unca 

Sam, have been started back to Colorado, with Gen. Adama, 
, to make another effort to get possession of the leaders in the 
Meeker massacre. Ouray and the rest remain, and will soon 
be joined by six Uncompaghre and Southern Utes, Ignacio, 
Buckskin, Charley, Ojo, Blanco, and Sorero, now on their 
way from Santa Fé. 
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The Piutes, of Nevada, who have been visiting W: 
ton, under cca, have fee ge ym int ol 
Mr. Schurz, that “the Piutes heretofore entitled to live on 


the Malheur Reservation, who will make that reservation 
their permanent home, are to have lands allotted to them in 
severalty at the rate of 160 acres to each head of family and 
each adult male. As soon as enabled by law to do so, the 
Department is to give Indian patents for such tracts of land, 
convey to each occupant the fee simple in the lot occu- 
pied. ose of the Piutes who, in consequence of the Ban- 
nock war, went to the Yakama Reservation, and who now 
— desire to rejoin their relatives, are at liberty to do so, 
without expense to the Government for transportation. 
Those who desire to stay upon the Yakama Reservation, and 
become permanently settled there, will not be disturbed.”

We have been shown the medal sent by the Massachusetts 
Humane Society to Morris Dowd, and which bears the 
following inscription : ‘‘To Morris Dowd, of the 5th U. 8. 
Mounted Infantry, for his courageous and successful service 
in saving a fellow soldier from drowning while crossing the 
torrent of Frenchman's Creek, Montana Territory, on Gen. 
Miles’s Indian Expedition, July 22, 1879." This is the only 
medal ever given to an enlisted man of the Army by this 
society, which limits its distributions'generally to natives of 
Massachusetts. 

Cou. Taropore Hyatt, with the Board ofj Trustees of the 
Pennsylvania State Military Academy, held the second 
annual meeting of the Board at the Continental, Phila- 
delphia, on Wednesday pv. m., Jan. 21. The institution at 
Chester was reported in a flourishing condition, numbering 
more than one hundred cadets. 

Rear-ApminaL Joun L. Worpen, U."S.§N., visited the 
Naval Academy Jan. 24. 

Gen. Grant has invited General Robert Patterson, his old 
comrade in the Mexican war, to join him on his approaching 

tour through Mexico, and the veteran, though now in 
his 89th year, has accepted. Gen. Patterson will not go to 
Havana, but wi'l join Grant on his{arrival in Mexico, proba- 
bly at Vera Cruz. Writing from St. Augustine, Fla., to Mr. 
George W. Childs, Gen. Grant says: ‘‘ Please say to Gen. 
Patterson--you probably know he contemplates accompany- 
ing us to the City of Mexico—that a week after our arrival in 
Cuba I expect to sail on a naval vessel to the principal West 
India Islands, Yucatan, etc., to bring up at Vera Cruz about 
the 15th or 16th of February. If he is in Havana to take 
the New York steamer which leaves Havana Feb. 12, he will 
meet me in Vera Cruz. If I should not go all the way on a 
naval vessel, but return from my excursion to Havana, I 
shall take the steamer on the 12th of February.” Gen, 
Patterson says that he intends, his health permitting, to 
leave on the steamship which sails on the 12th of February 
for Vera Cruz, and will stop at Havana. He expects to visit 
the City of Mexico with Gen. Grant and his party, and looks 
forward to a delightful trip. He will not, however, remain 
as long in Mexico as Gen. Grant proposes. Gen. Patterson 
has not been in Mexico since the close of the Mexican war, in 
1847, and he anticipates much pleasure in revisiting his old 
fighting grounds. ‘‘I hope to make quicker time,” said he, 
“between Vera Cruz and Mexico than I did on my last 
journey over that route,” referring to the fact of his having 
then fought his way.

‘The General,” says the Independent, ‘‘ dis- 
claimed knowing how to make a speech, ani particularly an 
impromptu speech. But atthe conclusion of his remarks it 
was the general verdict of his audience that had his lot been 
cast in the walks of civil life, this gallant and distinguished 
officer might have gathered laurels in theSforum as fadeless, 
as those which he has won in the field.” Forty names are on 
the rolls of the Mexican veterans now resident in Mcntana.

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EXPLOSIVE BULLETS. 


To the Edilor of the Army and Navy Journal; 

Sie: In your issue of Jan. 17 is an article on the use 
of explosive bullets, denying that the Confederates used 
them. In the summer of ’64, when our Army reached 
the Chickahominy River, my company was ordered to 
skirmish through the woods to the river and hold it, to 
right’ of the railroad. When we reached the river we 
were fired on, and when some of the bullets struck the 
trees they exploded. 

Again, while 1 was lying in hospital at City Point 
from a bullet through my lung, the last of August or Ist 
of September, ’64, a lieutenant of the Regular Army 
was brought in to be treated for a wound in hisleg. He 
was in the same tent that Iwas. The bullet strack him on 
the shin, exploded, and a piece went upward and one 
downward, making a wound about 10 inches long. The 
doctor told me at the time that it was a bad wound, 
from the poison of what he thought was a copper bullet, 
which made the wound. I cannot, of course, say that 
‘* Jeff. Davis” knew anything of this, but am quite sure 
explosive bullets or shells were used. Yours very 
truly, Gzo.

DEMAGOGUERY RUN MAD. 
70 the Editor of the Army and Navy Journal; 


Sir: This being a Presidential year, it is to be pre- 
sumed, from past experience, that Congress will make 
unusual efforts to outdo all its past in demagoguery. 

All Congresses seem +> atgiee to the same end, but 
they differ, as ‘‘one star differeth from another in 

lory.” This Congress will certainly ‘‘ win the palm” 
if it can manage to pass the bill, giving to all soldiers 
who served during the Rebellion, the difference of pay 
between greenbacks and gold. Outside of communism, 
pure and simple, it is impossible to discover the ground 
on which ‘grave and reverend” legislators can base a 
reason for passing any such bill. 

The whole matter is an after-thought, and is sprung 
at this moment in a spirit of pure demagoguery. The 
efforts of legislators for many years past have ostensibly 
been toward rigid economy in the expenses of the Gov- 
ernment. Have these legislators, who now favor this 


bill, once thought of the expense of the propose scheme? | crop 


Or have they changed their base, and expect to win by 
extravagant outlay, the votes of that ‘‘ dear ple” to 
whom they look for their advancement? The bill, as 
proposed, either grants an indulgence or concedes a 
right. If an indulgence—a sort of extra pay for special 
field service during the years of the war—the fact should 
be stated. If aright, it must necessarily be based on 


the broad assumption that the Government is bound in 


honor and in letter to pay its employees in gold. Ad- 
mitting this assumption, the Congresses of the war 
stultified themselves in making greenbacks a legal tender. 
If it was a wrong (now calling for legislative remedy) 
to pay greenbacks to soldiers, it was a thousand fold 
greater wrong to force creditors to receive those green- 
backs from debtors in payment of the ordinary transac- 
tions of business life. ‘The opening of this question will 
open thousands, nay, millions of wounds, business losses 
of every kind, attributable to the fluctuation in the value 
of greenbacks, 

However, these are questions for the statesman and 
financier. I purpose to speak only of the immense out- 
lay which will be required to pay the items of expense 
contemplated by the bill, and their corollaries. There 
are at the present time in the United States discharged 
soldiers of the Union armies, of various lengths of ser- 
vice, whose united services will represent, at the lowest 
calculation, a million of years. To pay these men the 
difference between greenbacks and gold (a matter of 
most difficult adjustment as the value of greenbacks 
varied daily) will require a sum equal, at least, to the 
whole pay of all the enlisted men of the Army for any 

ear of the war—say two hundred millions of dollars! 

he same right and equity which require the pay of en- 
listed men to be assimilated to gold, demand equally 
that the pay of the officers be also assimilated—another 
million! The claims of the heirs of the thousands of 
men who were killed, the pensions of disabled soldiers 
and officers, and those of the widows and orphans now 
on the pension rolls, will all have to be assimilated and 
readjusted. An equully valid demand can be made that 
the premiums and bounties paid by the United States be 
assimilated. Nor is there the slightest reason for re- 
stricting this right to the years of the war. If aright 
then it was a right afterwards, and an equally valid 
claim can be made for the assimilation of greenbacks to 
gold, in all salaries up to the date of resumption of 
specic payments. 

An army is made up not only of combatants, but of 
the men who supply their needs. There were thousands 
upon thousands of civil employees, doctors, engineers, 
surgeons, clerks, carpenters, blacksmiths, wheelwrights, 
trainmasters, foragemasters, teamsters, messengers, etc., 
etc. Upon the principle of equity the pay of these men 
must be assimilated to gold, for they served in the field 
and oftentimes in as dangerous duties as the soldiers. 
Add all these items of expenditure, throw in the ex- 

enses of commissions to examine and audit these 
claims, and a few hundred clerks to do the necessary 
clerical labor, and you have a sum sufficient to stagger 
the most ultra demagogue in politics. But this is not 
the sum total. The Navy—officers and sailors—is en- 
titled to the same consideration asthe Army. So also 
are the marines, and all the civilian employees on ship- 


board, ia > vy-yards, or otherwise in service of the | 
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Government 
But are the Army and Navy entitled in to more 
consideration than are civil officers who performed dif- 
ficult, and sometimes duties? The 
as of the Army and Navy will, 
of course, have a valid claim to have his back 
made equal to gold. The Secretaries of the War 
and of the Navy would have the same claim. Give it 
to them, and the other secretaries, who, by law, have the 
same , would equally have claim. In short, every 
one of the multitude of military, naval, and civil em- 
ployees of the Government ; every man who held a posi- 
tion of honor or profit; every man from the highest to 
the lowest, who served the Government (on a salary), 
in any capacity, from the commencement of the Rebel- 
lion to the date of speciercsumption, would have a valid 
and equitable claim. The bill is solely in the interest 
of that cemmunism which would make the State sup- 
port the individual.

DISOBEDIENCE TO ILLEGAL ORDERS. 
To the Edtor of the Army and Navy Journal; 


Sir: I send you a copy of a chapter in what was no 
doubt rather an interesting hi in its time, in what 
was older than the ‘“‘old Army” we hear so much 
about in our day and generation. The fact that old ‘“‘By 
the Eternal” heads the list of signatures, no doubt, in- 
dicates that his influence was not small in getting up this 
remonstrance, and one is inclined to wonder if (had he 
been President at the time) the general who issued the 
obnoxious order, and carried on the persecution, would 
not have been in some danger of having his hair, with 
the head attached, ‘‘ cropped off ” just below its owner’s 
ears. Certainly his official hair and head would have 
becn in no small danger.

The document accompanying this letter is ‘‘the re- 
monstrance and petition of sundry citizens and officials of 
the militia in the State of Tennessee,” addressed to Con- 
gress. In this the petitioners say: 
‘* That they have, with much concern, seen a veteran 
and meritorious officer in the Army of the United States 
arrested for imaginary crimes, compelled to travel a dis- 
tance of 1,500 miles to stand his trial, and that trial then 
postponed for several months, cont not only to the 
rules and articles of war, but also to those natural rules 
of justice, to the benefit of which every member of 
society is entitled. 
‘* That the only crime of which he was found guilty, 
and the only one perhapsof which any serious expectation 
of convicting him was ever entertained, was a refusal to 
his hair, in conformity to an order which he 
conceived to be illegal, and which your remonstrants 
conceive to have been an arbitrary and useless ex- 
ertion of authority; that, in the execution of 
the sentence of the Court-martial, which subjected 
him to a reprimand from the commanding general, your 
remonstrants have been able to discover, not the calm- 
ness and dignity to be expected from a person invested 
with so high an office, but a disposition to passion and 
invective, well calculated to make impressions unfavor- 
able to the military character of the accused, and forbod- 
ing a renewal of persecution. 
‘** Your remonstrants have been prompted to an ex- 
pression of these feelings, not only from a disposition to 
resist oppression from whatsoever quarter it may come, 
even if directed against the most humble and obscure 
member of the community, but alse from a long ac- 
quaintance with the person injured in this instance, a 
knowledge of his virtue and integrity as a man, and his 
bravery and fidelity as a soldier.” 
The petitioners then proceed to give an account of 
their acquaintance with Col. Butler, during which ‘‘ we 
have seen much commanding our approbation, and de- 
serving our imitation, but nothing which, in our opinion, 
even malice itself could censure.” 
They next proceed to give some account of the ser- 
vices of Col. Butler, and proceed: ‘* Your remonstrants 
further represent that, possessing the principles of free- 
men, they shudder at the idea of being compelled to 
obey an illegal and arbitrary mandate—that, possessing 
the feelings of men, they can never passively stoop to 
such degradation. While the rb gry powers of the 
Union are generally circumscri by barriers, which 
they :nust not overleap, how long must it be regretted 
that our fellow citizens of the Army are subject to an 
authority absolute and arbitrary. How much is to be 
feared that the uncontrolled power of a commander of 
your Army shall, by the force of a general order, drive 
from your service the most experienced and most useful 
ofticers ; oppressthe bravest and most virtuousmen ; pur- 
sue with unrelenting persecution, under pretexts the 
most frivolous, those who have fought your battles, and 
spilled their blood in your defence; and finally degrade 
the military character of your Army by illegal and un- 
necessary orders, unmerited censures, malicious arrests, 
and reprimands, cruel if not ridiculous. 
‘* Your remonstrants are well aware of the necessity 
of discipline and subordination in an Army; but they 
cannot conceive it the duty of a freeman to obey an 
order unsanctioned by law, without meaning, without 
utility, capricious, and absurd, irrelative to the duties of 
a soldier, degrading to a man, and destructive to the 
pride which constitutes the soul of an army.” 

They ask, therefore, for the establishment of ‘‘such 
articles and rules for the future regulation of the Army 
as will prevent future abuses of power, and preserve 
from indignity and insult those who devote their lives to 
the service of the'r country.” 

Concluding the remonstrants say: ‘‘ We, your remon- 
strants, further and lastly beg leave to make known to 

our honorable body the second arrest of Col. Thomas 

utler, of the United States Army, for the simple crime 
of not cropping his hair, during his latecommand at New 
Orleans: and hope your honorable body will not only

Coup the question of General Fitz John Porter's 
status be fixed it would be a great relief not only to 
General Porter but to the Army, to Congress, and to 
the general public. ‘The Gencral is in no way to blame 
for the delay in the final settlement of his case, but he 
is unfortunate in being the figure head in a matter which 
is rapidly becoming ad nauseum usque. 

Had the friends of General Porter, immediately on 
the decision of the court, had a bill introduced for 
correcting his record and for giving him a reasonable 
compensation for the injustice done to him, the proba- 
bilities are that such a bill would have passed and been 
approved, But for some reason or other the gentlemen 
who had the case in hand thought it best to put off 
further action in the matter until this present session of 
Congress, 

In the meantime there are not a few persens who 
strenuously and bitterly oppose any measure for the 
relief of General Porter, and these persons are of no 
small influence. They have had time to concoct plans 
to defeat, if possible, all efforts of the friends of Porter 
in Congress, and they have succeeded so far as to make 
a party question of it, and as such it is likely to be dis-

Mr. Garfield is an astute politician, and he has great 
weight not only in the House but in the Senate, and he 
will labor with all his might—at least it is now so 
thought—to defeat any measure which, if passed, would 
throw a certain amount of discredit upon two general 
officers who are his personal.friends. 
In the course of this discussion General Jo. Johnston 
has not hesitated to say that from his knowledge of the 
facts and of the circumstances connected with the trial 
of General Porter, he considers that there was not a 
shadow of reason for his (Porter's) conviction on any 
of the charges. 
We prophesied some weeks since that any settlement 
of the Ute difficulty, which should be based upon the 
surrender of the men who murdered Mr. Mecker and 
the people at the agency, was out of the question. And 
when it was agreed that the guilty parties should be 
surrendered we had very little faith in the power of 
Ouray to accomplish their arrest. 
The Secretary of the Interior is not probably con- 
vinced thut it would have been any better for the Gov- 
ernment, for the Army, for the Indians, or for the 
murdered people, had the matters pertaining to the Utes 
been conducted from the first by Army officers. But it 
may be interesting for him to consider that from the 
earliest times down to 1840 we had few or no disagree- 
ments or troubles with the Indians when the carrying 
out of our agreements with them were entrusted to 
Army officers, who, when commanding military posts, 
were ex-oflicio Indian agents. Those oflicers recognized, 
first, that it was necessary to see that the Indians re- 
ceived in gcods, or trinkets, or money, every thing that 
might have been promised, and second, that it was 
necessary to exercise his military authority rigidly in 
forcing the Indians to come squarely up to their agree- 
ments. Then the officer of the Army never meddled 
with the religion of the Indians, neither did he attempt 
to force them to learn to farm or to adopt any of the 
habits of the whites. In spite of all that is said about 
the success of our missionaries in some parts of the 
Indian country, we are not going to make an Indian any 
better by changing his religion or his habits. In another 
hundred yeais people will read of the noble red man 
and the buffalo, but nothing will be seen of either ex- 
cept what will be found inthe museum. Providence 
has arranged this matter for us. We are sorry to see 
the buffalo exterminated, for we have the most pleasing 
recollections of picking his—or rather her—bones around 
the camp fire. But the plains which in former times 
supported the countless herds of bison will soon be 
covered with the herds of the finest cattle, and the 
nasty wigwam, or tepee, of the red man will be replaced 
by the neat cottage of the well-to-do granger.

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THE STATE TROOPS. 


NationaL Guarp Association, State oF New York. 
The annual meeting of the National Guard Association held 
in Albany, January 22 and 23. was well attended, and 
see every militia organization in the State was repre- | 
sented. 

The meeting was called to order in the armory of Co, B., 
10th Regiment, by the President, Col. A. J, Parker, with 
over 200 delegates present. In his address the President 
spoke of the absolute necessity of the revision of the Military 
Laws of the State, and a general outline of the changes re- 
quired was given. Col. Parker deemed annual encampments 
an absolute requirement, and if with the present force they 
were thought too expensive he advised a reduction and con- 
solidation of the weaker and less effective organizations. 
After receiving several communications and invitations, the 
formal business of the meeting was commenced. Amend- 
ments and resolutions poured in so thick and fast that tho 
President on motion appointed the following committee of 
five for the purpose of passing on the changes offered, and 
recommending those which they considered for the best in- 
terest of the National Guard, 

Col. R. Vose, 7ist Regiment, Major H. L. Washburn, Jr., 
9th Brig., Gen. W. F. Rogers, 8th Division, Col. E. Clark, 
7th Regiment, and Col. 8. VY. RB. Cruger, 12th Regiment. 

Major D. B. Williamson, 3d Brig., submitted a copy of the 
bill for the revision of the Military Code, which was adopted 
by last year’s legislature, but not signed by the Governor. 
This was referzed to the Executive Committee to be presented 
to the Adjutant General for his approval, and to be by him 
introduced to the Senate and Assembly. The commission 
asked for is to be composed of the Adjutant General, In- 
spector General, Commissary General of Ordnance, and five 
officers of the National Guard, two of whom shall be lawyers 
of at least ten years standing. After the reading of numerous 
suggested amendments the meeting adjourned until 11 a. m. 
on January 23d. In the evening they attended a reception 
given by Adjutant General Tomnied 

Tue Seconp Day's Proceepincs.—On reassembling Col. 
Vose from the committee on amendments to the code re- 
ported with their approval the following suggestions: That 
all officers and men bo allowed field pay for service required 
under the military law; that enlisted men be paid $7.00 
when parading seven times a year, in addition to the present 
allowance for uniform fund; that an assistant surgeon with 
rank of 2d Lieut. be appointed to each separate troop battery 
or company in the State; that all expenses for the mainte- 
nance of the militia now required to be paid by counties, be 
drawn from and paid out of a common fund to be provided 
by the State, such provision, however, to cover but one sep- 
arate company in any county within the limits of which there 
is no incorporated city; that division ‘commanders be given 
the power to grant discharges to enlisted men on the applica- 
tion of captains with the regular approvals, etc., and that 
$2.00 be allowed mounted officers and men for each horse 
used during parades or drills, 

They reported adversely on the following: To allow 
pay to Iaspectors of Rifle Practice; to reduce the term of 
service of enlisted men to three years; to change the State 
arm to 45 calibre ; to allow an additional 2d Lieut. to separ- 
ate companies; to allow batterics to have an Inspector of 
Rifle Practice, and commandants of companies to appoint 
their First Sergeants, and Uo. Q. M. Sergeants. 

As each amendment was read the action of the committee 
was approved by the association, with the exception of that 
relating to First and Q. M. Sergeants. A very lively discus- 
sion was had on this amendment, the subject being reviewed 
in all its phases, and on vote the amendment was recom- 
mended by the association. 

Col. Vose, 7ist Regiment, offered the draft of an Act 
amending Chap. 80, Laws of 1870, making it mandatory upon 
Boards of Supervisors or Common Councils to provide the 
State troops with armory accommodations, and further that 
in New York City the Mayor, Comptroller and Commissioner 
of Public Works shall lease armories for the State forces. The 
amendment was adopted. 

Gen. Rogers, 8th Division, offered a resolution to change 
the arm of the State to 45 calibre, which was approved. An 
amendment to the code was proposed, providing that no em- 
ployer of any member of the National Guard of the State shall 
for any cause whatsoever arising out of the performance of 
the member's duty as a State soldier and while in actual ser- 
vice, discharge said member from his employment; such dis- 
charge to be a misdemeanor, and to render said employer 
liable to the discharged member in both punitive and actual 
damages. Referred to the Executive Committee. Adju- 
tant Murphy, 12th Regiment, offered a resolution of thanks 
to the late Adjutant General John B, Woodward for his un- 
tiring work and zeal in behalf of the National Guard, which 
was unanimously adopted. 

Major Williamson, 3d Brigade, offered the following jreso- 
lution, which was unanimously adopted: 

Resolved, That in the sense of this association, Congress should 
not give to the Federal authorities the control and supervision over 
the National Guard or Militia of the respective States, except over 
that portion which may have been called ont by the President of 
the United States as provided by the Federal. constitution; and 
authorizing the Executive Committee of the association to take 
such steps as may be necessary to prevent the passage of any such 





act. 

Col. Vose, Tist Regiment, then submitted the following: 

Resolved, That it is the sense of this association that a code 
should ve enacted by the legislature which will be similar in its 
provisions and effect, regulating the compensation of officers and 
men of the National Guard of the 8. N. Y¥., as those now in force 
in the States of Massachusetts and Connecticut. 

An interesting and animated discussion was had over this 
resolution, and it was finally referred to the Executive Com- 
mittee for action, with the approval of the association. 

General Molineux, 11th Brigade, moved that the officers of 
the association present to the Adjutant General a plan for the 
establishment of two permanent camps for the instruction of 
the State troops, one to be in the Western part of the State, 
and the other to be located near New York City. These 
camps to be laid out and erected by the State, for the pur- 
pose of experiment, and Division commanders to order the 
troops by regiment or brigade, as they may see fit. The ob- 
ject is to prove to the authorities the usefulness of camps of 
instruction, and that after one trial in which the State would 
not be called upon to pay the forces, their establishment will 
be found so advantageous that in future years adequate pro- 
vision will be made for their continuance. The motion was 
adopted. 

The committee appointed to nominate officers for the 
ensuing year reported the following candidates, which were 
unanimously elected: President, Brig. Gen. E. L. Molinenx, 
llth Brigade; Vice-Presidents, Brig.

He commenced an inspection 
of the front of the company, to all a ces seeking the 
guides, and utterly unconscious of the fact that markers hed 
been established ; finally the colonel, out of patience at the 
delay, gave the order “lieutenant, dress your division to tle 
right against the markers,” which was finally accomplished 
and the movement re ng These movements were rc- 
peated with somewhat better success, still the guides were 
very tardy and the dress faulty.

Each infantry 
c ation is armed with breech-loading Ae pe ew musk- 
ets, and the cavalry with Colt’s revolvers breech-loadi: 
magazine carbines. The effective available force is 1, 
men. Numerous applications for new companies have been 
made from all parts of the State, notably from Western 
Maryland, and the Garrett County Guard has been uni- 
formed and equipped by the citizens of that county. The 
Adjutant-General, in referring to the marked increase in the 
number of applications for ‘‘ muster-roll and discharge" of 
soldiers of the late war who claim to be entitled to State 
bounty under existing laws, suggests that, as twelve years 
have ela’ since all such claims had to be filed, it would 
appear that ample time had been given to collect necessary 
evidence, and it would be well if the Legislature would fix 
some limit to the payment of bounty to soldiers and sailors 
of the late Civil War. 


New Hamrsmirne.—A meeting of the officers of the State 
force was held in Concord on Wednesday, January 21, which 
resulted in forming the New Hampshire National Guard 
Association, with Col. J. N. Patterson president; vice-presi- 
dents, Capt. 8. B. Cunningham, Gen. J. W. Sturtevant, Col. 
E. J. Copp ; Assistant Surgeon Geo. Cook, secretary; and 
Adjt.-Gen, A. D. Ayling, treasurer. An executive commit- 
tee of three were also elected, representing all the various 
organizations in the State, viz., Capt. Dodge, Lt. Whittemore, 
Capt. Coffin, The best of feeling prevailed, and all evinced 
strong interest in the project. It is proposed to hold annual 
meetings to consider matters of general interest to the 
service, to promote more extended acquaintance among the 
officers ; and an annual banquet and reception are also on the 
programme. The meeting was supplemented by a grand 
reception in the evening, at White’s Opera House, which was 
a success in every way. All present ee the day and 
evening unite in commending the object of the meeting, and 
express approval of the plans for the future. Coupled with 
the increased interest now being manifested in National 
Guard matters throughout this and other States, it is hoped 
to raise the discipline and efficiency of the force very mate- 
rially. 


Kentucky.—lIn his annual report, Adjutant-General Nuck- 
ola, of Kentucky, says: By section 35 of the military law 
$10,000 is set apart annually from collections on the war 
claim as a military fund. Said fund to be disbursed by the 
Governor for the organization and equipment of the State 
Guard. Since the law went into effect I have received on 
the war claim $6,091.80, and from the sof the sale 
of some old ordnance $2,630, making in all $8,721.80, which 
amount has constituted the military fund under the present 
law. This fund should have been disbursed for use and 
benefit of the State troops under orders of the executive, but 
during last year the sum of $1,120.70 was used as pay for riot 
duty, which the Adjutant-General claims should be refunded 
by the State auditor as the fund is specially designed to defray 
the expenses incidental to military traming, and thus pre- 

He 
urther adds that of the war claim the sum of $15,000, in 
addition to the foregoing, has been reported, and it only 
requires an —— by Congress for the payment of 
this sum. Unless we can get some eBid removing some 
legal doubts from the treasury officials, it is difficult to make 
collections. Many thousand dollars are suspended on ac- 
count of the omission of one word in an act June 8, 
1872, appropriating $1,000,000 to pay all our just claims. 
The balance on the war claim of the State, disallowed and 
suspended, is $376,494.47; for arms furnished the United 
States to aid in carrying on the war against the Confederate 
States, $190,650 ; total claimed by the State, $567,144.47. 

He recommends that all collections on the war claim, after 
1880, be covered into the treasury, and the militia tax of 
twenty-five cents, on persons between eighteen and forty-five 
years, restored.

SEpGwick aT CHANCELLORSVILLE.—Mr. B. F. Stedman 
writes to the St. Paul Pioneer-Press a letter, apropos of the 
recent death of Major General Hooker, in relation to the 
defeat of the latter by Lee at Chancellorsville, which he at- 
tributes to the failure of Gen. Sedgwick to obey orders. Mr. 
stedman was telegraph operator at the Army Headquarters, 
and he quotes a despatch sent by Gen. Hooker orde: Sedg- 
wick, whe had been left at Fredericksburg to keep Lee em- 

loyed while Hooker gained his rear, to move immediately 

ward Chancellorsville ; which order, if carried out as in- 
tended, would have placed Lee’s army between Hooker's 
army and the Sixth Corps, under Sedgwick. Hooker gained 
the position, for which he marched under cover of a dense 
fog, and, having laced it *‘just where he wanted it,” as he 
said, sent the following despatch to Gen. Butterfield, 
Hooker's Chief of Staff, who had been left at the old camp 
to superintend operations :

This despatch was delivered to Gen. Sedgwick the same 
night an hour and a half after it was written. Instead, says 
Mr. Stedman, of Gen. Sedgwick moving so as to be in 
Hooker's vicinity by oy next morning (the 3d), he did 
not cross the river till 10 o'clock, when he captured the 
heights in the rear of the city about noon, marched a little 
way, and then camped for the night. He remained in the 
same -_ till four in the afternoon of the day following 
(the 4th). By this time Lee had defeated Hooker, and now 
turned upon Sedgwick, and by dark had utterly routed him.

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FOREIGN INTELLIGENCE. 


Tue Duilio has at last made her first regular trial on 
the measured mile. It occurred on Saturday last, and 
the speed achieved seems to have been a gratifying suc- 
cess. According to the despatch from Rome she “ran 
14 miles an hour, working at six-sevenths of ber fall 
capacity. It is expected that she will eventually attain 
a speed of 15 milesan hour. Her performance greatly 
exceeds the recent estimates, and is ‘regarded as highly 
satisfactory.” The speed called for by her contract was 
14 knots; and assuming this to have been reached, the 
performance may well be regarded as satisfactory, and 
creditable to John Penn and Sons, who furnished the 
motive machinery. The ship is driven by twin screws, 
with engines the old Penn type, a pair of trunk-engines 
to each screw, and the steam supplied by ordinary box- 
boilers. The indicated horse power is 7,500. 
“Considering that they have a 14-knot war-ship in 
actual service, about 340 feet long by 65 broad, of 10,650 
tons displacement, with a hull of iron and steel, having 
22 inches of steel armor, and armed with four 100-ton 
Armstrong guns, throwing projectiles weighing 2,000 
pounds, and even 2,500 pounds each, besides being sup- 
plied with a powerful ram and a swift torpedo boat of 
her own, the Italians may well feel satisfied, even 
though it has cost four millions to give them this super- 
jurity over all the vessels of the world. Considering that 
they have well along in construction another war-ship, 
the mate to this one, the Dandolo, they have a double 


reason for self-satisfaction. 


Tur Broad Arrow pays the following tribute to Gen, 
Roberts: ‘‘Of the brilliant achievement which has 
placed General Roberts ouce more jn Cabul there cannot 
beadoubt. His retirement upon Shirpur was in no 
sense of the word a retreat, and his leap forward 
tirough the grim gorge of the dark Behmaroo is at ouce 
an illustration of his Glan as a general and testimony of 
his courage as a soldier, General Roberts bas been 
charged over and over again with rashness, but it is the 
rashness of Napoleon and Wellington, who simply 
knew, as if by instinct, their advantage, and pushed it 
up at any hazard. <A successful general is one who cal- 
ewtates quickly and acts rapidly. 1 must be said of 
General Koberts that he has pushed his various advan- 
tages with success, rashness or no rashness.” 


Tur war strength of the standing army of Austria has 
been fixed forthe last ten — term expiring at the 
end of the present year, at 800,000 o£ all ranks ; but for 
the last two years it has really amounted to 15,702 
officers and $23,320 men. In time of peace on an aver- 
age 267,000 officers and men of all ranks and 48,000 
horses are present with thecolors; the yearly contingent of 
recruits, including on an average 95,000 men, of whom, 
however, one-tenth, or 9,500, are placed in the ersatz 
reserve. The landwehr, recruited as described above, is 


jor an artificial superiority, it seems to be generally

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organized in 184 battalions, each with from 900 to 1,000 
combatants, and sixty-seven squadrons, each of 150 
sabres; while the landsturm, on the other hand, can at 
present only be considered as a paper force. 


THE experiences of recent service in the field have 
doubtless led to the adoption by the English government 
of tarred Russian hemp rope as a material for head and 
heel ropes for picketing horses instead of the white 
cotton ropes hitherto used for this purpose. The 
‘* effect” of a marching order ‘‘turn-out” will probably 
be somewhat marred thereby, and for a time the 
disciples of ‘‘spit and polish” will be nonplussed. 
Some master-mind, however, will probably be found. 
The field battery devotees of the harness-cleaning mania 
will infallibly rise superior to the occasion, and distance 
all competitors by inventing a ‘tarred head-rope 
varnish” which will assimilate the surface of the new 
ropes to the rich mahogany of the collars. 


Tue English government are trying to enjoin the use 
of telephones as interfering with its monopoly of tele- 
graphy. 

Tanks to the system of permitting officers of famil 
influence to serve on the staff away from their regi- 
ments, the 9th Lancers, now fighting in Afghanistan, 
are under the command of the junior captain. 

Tue Broad Arrow closes an article on magazine guns 
by saying: ‘‘ The popularity of these American arms in 
the Far East is a curious feature of the ‘transformation 
of Japan’ and the ‘evolution’ which for some years past 
has been im progress throughout the Chinese Empire. 
Having discovered the advantage of such weapons, the 
mechanical genius of both races is not likely to neglect 
the octasion of establishing native manufactories of 
them, unless prevented by arrangement ; and we are not 
again likely to hear of ‘wooden steam-engines,’ perfect 
in all respects, save one—the power of ‘ motion.’ But 
in all cases, although tem success may be achieved 


owed that every final struggle is decided not by 
superiority of we butof race. At the same time, 
superior races with their superior intelligence always 
take care to provide themselves with the best arms. 
The Russians also ap to be considerable purchasers 
of American ; noris this surprising when we con- 
sider the facility of intercommunication between their 
Asiatic coast and the United States seaboard, and under 
ordinary circumstances the equa'ly convenient Trans- 
atlantic, Baltic, and Mediterranean Black Sea routes. 
As peaceable producers of warlike material, our ‘ cousins’ 
have at present an admirable opportunity for turning 
this paradoxical * great industry’ to good account, for it 
is impossible to say how soon its products may become 
contraband of war.” 


Tue Austrian standing army when mobilized com- 

rises men of thirty years of age; while on the other 
hand in the ranks of the landwehr will be found young 
men (those, namely, who are at once drafted into it in- 
stead of into the standing army, or ersatz reserve) as 
well as old soldiers. In Germany the oldest men in the 
standing army are, it is well known, only twenty-seven 
years of age, while in France there are no soldiers over 
twenty-nine years old in the field army. In Germany, 
again, there are no young men in the landwehr, its mem- 





of age, while the classes of the territorial army of France 


‘comprise only men over twenty-nine years old. 


Tne helmet of the late Prince ‘Imperial has been 
found, and the i with which hefwas killed has been 
given to the British authorities. 
QuEEN Vicroria has given her assent by Order in 
Council to an increase in the number of lieutenants of 
the Royal navy, which will be gradually raised to one 
thousand, being ‘four hundred more than provided for 
by the retirement scheme of 1870. This step has become 
n on account of the serious stagnation in pro- 
motion which has fora long time existed on the Sub- 
Lieutenants’ List. 
Tris stated that the English Government have ad- 
opted Set gee | at their small arms manufactory at 
nfield, for the purpose of protecting gun barrels from 


oxidation when transmitted abroad. 


Tue projected ship canal, to avoid the bar across the 
mouth of the Neva, will lave a depth of nearly 19 feet, 
and will be connected with a system of basins, docks 
and railway lines, at an estimated cost of $6,800,000. 
When it is completed St. Petersburg will become the 
at commercial centre of Russia, while Cronstadt will 
e exclusively a military port. At present fully 
two-thirds.of the merchandise destined for the capital 
has to,be.transhipped at Cronstadt into small vessels. 
Tus London World of January 14, has the following : 
‘* A corps for the torpedo defence of the coast has 
lately been formed in France ; it is composed of officers 
and men of the navy. In every naval country in the 
world except England, the submarine torpedo defence 
is in the hands of the navy. The Marine Artillery 
might be usefully employed in attending to it amongst 
ourselves. The naval administration of this unmaritime 
country is fond of copying that of highly nautical Italy. 
The latter country armed her ships with one hundred- 
ton guns, so we ordered some of eighty tons. She built 
the Duilio, and we followed suit with the Jnjlezible. 
A year ago the Italians abolished their marine corps ; 
now it looks as though we were going to follow their 
example in this also.”
